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^p Introduction 

Lire and Work of Jeremiah. The prophet Jeremiah 
belonged to a priestly family residing at Anaihoth in Benjamin. 
His father's name was Hilkiah, by some' identified, bnt on 
in$D£Bcient ground, with the High Priest of that nsme who took 
to prominent a part in the reform inaugnrated in the reign of 
Josiah. If the prophet's father had been High Priest we 
shonld certainly expect the fact to be mentioned in i. I, and, 
moreover, the priests settled at Anatholh, Jeremiah's family 
residence, were of the line uf Itliamar ( I Kings ii. z6 ; l Chron. 
xxiT. 3), whereas the succession of High Priests from Zadok 
onwards belonged to the line of Eleazar. The prophetic activity 
ot Jeremiah extended over a long period, and that one of the 
most critical in the history of God's chosen people. It was in 
the thirteenth year of Josiah's reign, while still under the usual 
age at which prophets or priests were considered eligible for 
their official work,^ that he received from Jehovah the call to 
eiereise bis ministry. This ministry extended through the 
reigns of the four kings who succeeded Josioh on the throne of 
Judah, and was prolonged after the capture of Jerusalem by 
the Chaldeans under Nebnchadneiiai. Jeremiah is thus the 
project of the decline and fall of the Jewish monarchy, and it 
1 1!.$., by Clement of Aleiandiio, Jerane, and lome of the chief medijcval 
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mainly his work to declare the Divine will to a disobedient 
and rebeUioQS people, announcing the upproaching desolation 
and exile which their sins had tendered inevitable. Charged as 
he was with such a. message, at such a period of moral comip- 
tion and decay, and being, as bis book shows him to have been, 
a man of deep feeling and sensitii'c disposition, yet culled to 
stand almost alone against the evils of the time, constantly 
distrusted, misrepresented and persecuted, there can be little 
WDnder that the general tone of his boolt is one of lamentation 
ond despondency, so that he has been known as ' the weeping 
[oophet.' In spite of alt difGculties and opposition he is stem 
and nnRinchitig in delivering the message entrusted to him ; but, 
more than any other prophet, he laj-s bare to us his inmost 
thoughts and feelings, and we see that it is with a breaking 
heart he delivers it. He himself lived to witness the fiilfilment 
of his predictions of woe in the capture of Jerusalem by the 
Chaldeans, and deportation of the Jews to Babylon. It accords 
with his character of unselfish patriotism and devotion to the 
interests of his fellow-countrymen that, after the final catas- 
trophe, when he might have removed to Babylon and there, 
perhaps, risen to a position of eminence and of trust, as Daniel 
and others of his compatriots did, he elected rather to remain in 
impoverished Judica with the unfortunate remnant. Though 
still, OS all along, distrusted by those whose best interests he 
would fain serve, with the remnant of his people he remained to 
the end, and, at the last mention of hira in the canonical 
Scriptures, we find the prophet, against his own advice and 
jadgment, sharing their l!igbt and exile in Egypt. The place 
V\d manner of Jeremiah's death are alike uncertain. According 
a tradition which is mentioned by Tertullian, Jerome and 
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others he sealed a life-long martyrdom with a maityc's death, 
being stoned it Tahponhes in Egypt by hia fellow- countrymen 
wlio were eiasperated at his rebakes. A Jewish traditioD, 
however, states that Nebuchadneiiar, having subdued Egypt 
according to Jeremiah's prediction, took the prophet, with 
Baruch his faithful scribe, to Babylon, where he died in peace. 
After bis death a complete revukioa of feeling came over his 
coanaymen with regard to Jeremiah. Fated, like Cassandra, 
to be distrusted and disbelieved during life, after death he was 
ezsJted into a hero and a patron-ssint. While the Jewish 
monarchy still stood his consistent counsel of submission to the 
Chaldeans and his prediction of the seventy years' captivity 
were viewed with disfavour and regarded as prompted by a 
disloyal spirit. The capture and destruction of Jerusalem, 
however, justified the prophet, and to the Jews in their exile 
the prophecy of the seventy years' captivity, instead of being n 
tenor, was transformed into a ground of hope, so that Jeremiab's 
writings became to them an object of reverent study.' After 
the return from Babylon his prophecies were reckoned amongst 
the sacred books. Later it was believed that Jeremiah had 
hidden away the Tabernacle, the Ark and the altar of incense 
until the time of desolation should have passed by [l Mace ii.), 
and to Judas Maccabsnis he was said to have appeared in a 
dream as praying for the holy city and giving him a sword of 
gold (2 Mace. XV. 14, is). By the time of our Lord's public 
ministry we find that his reappearance was expected as a. 
herald of the Messiah (Matt, xvi, 14), and later Jewish inter- 
preters have explained Deut. xviii. 15, 18 as referring to 
Jeremiah.

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Historical Setting: of Jeremiah's Prophecies. Jidgn ej 
JosiaX. — Josiah came to the throne of Judah in 639 B.C., and 
Jeremiah received his crII to the prophetic o^ce in the 
thirteenth year of that king, i.e., B.C. 6z6, live years before the 
lecovery of the Law Book (containii^ Deuteronomy, or, at any- 
rate, a considerable portion of our present book of Deuteronomy) 
which exercised so important an influence in the direction of 
religious reform. That the events of that memorable lime made 
a profound impression upon the young prophet ia apparent from 
the many points of contact with, 01 references to, Deuteronomy 
which may be traced in his writings. In connection with Ibe 
reformation under Josiah there is no mention of Jeremiah in Ihe 
historical books, from which it must be concluded that, though 
the prophet was doubtless associated with the High Priett and 
the other leaders of religious reform in their work, he had not 
as yet risen to that position of eminence and influence which he 
was soon afterwards to occupy. His part in the leformalion 
appears to have been to undertake SJi itinerant mission through 
Ibe cities ofjodah proclaiming lie conditions of the Covenant. 
An account of this, and of events arising out of it, is preserred 
in chaps. iL and xii. , where we leajTi that through it Jeremiah 
incurred the odium of the men of Anathoih. Thus early did he 
encounter that opposition which he was destined lo meet with 
throughout in the exercise of his vocation. As r^ards internal 
condition, then, at the time when Jeremiah's ministry began, 
the stale of JuiJah was singularly corrupt. Under Mmnasseh 
and Amon, Josiah '5 immediate predecessoiE, idolatry with all 
its attendant abominations bad held sway. The young king 
with the High Priest and a liitle band of lailhftil ones to which 
J'eremi^ was allacbed, had set themselves to stem the tide of 
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corruption. Idol-sauctumries sjid high-pUccE were swept away. 
Vet, to one who looked bencalh ihe surface, as Jeremiah did, it 
was evident that such icfonns as these tonched bot the surrace 
of Ihe national life. The nalion was in evil case, cotiupt at 
heart ; it was in vain one looked for righteonsness (ste cspedaUy 
chap, v.), and the prophet seems to have laced his woilt with 
the conviction that the nation was beyond hope of realoration, 
an impression that only deepened and grevr stronger as time 
went on. As regards its exlemal relations, the tittle kingdom 
of Judsb lay at Ihie time between the two great political powers 
of the Chaldean empire on the one hand and Egypt on the 
olher. As in Isaiah's lime (i«, t.^., Isa, xxx, 1-5, xxxi, 1-3), 
so now a. powerful party in Judah was strongly in favour of 
seeking safety from Chaldean aggression by an alliance with 
Egypt, Of such policy Jeremiah atli^ether disapproved (i«, 
e.g., ii. 36), and rather advised recc^niiion of the (luerainty of 
ibe Chaldean power. It was in pursuing the policy advocated 
by the prophet and in resisting Egypt Ihst the good king met 
his death in battle al Megiddo against the army of Pharaoh 
Nccho (2 Kings xxiii. 29). This was Jeremiah's first great 
sorrow, and it is on record that he composed an ode of 
lamentation on the occasion {i Chron. xxxv. 2$). 

Ifeign ef Jthoahai (Shallum), u.c. 609. — Jehonhan, non of 
Josiab, was chosen by the people of Judah to be king on his 
father's death, bnt after a short reign of only three months he 
VIS deposed and carried away into Egypt by Phntaoh Necho 
upon his return to his own country. From the fuel that the 
Egyptian monarch thus thought ic expedient to remove him, an 
well as from Jeremiah's sympathetic kment over his eiilc (»alL 
lO-ia), we may conclude thai. JefeotWi ■«»» Nt^-iio^BMtSi. 
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tovrards the prophet, a.nd that he had intended to continue, 
alike in religion and in his relation to foreign powers, the policy 
of his father. 

Reign ofjekoiakim, B.C. 6o8.^ehoiakim, brother of the last 
king, who succeeded to the throne, was a. nominee of Pharaoh. 
His elevation meant, therefore, th: triumph of the Egyptian 
party in Judah. Jeremiah testiHed against the extravagance and 
Injinry which marked the court at this time (uiL I3-1S), and in 
the E^plian allinnce to which the king was pledged, he was 
convinced that there was no hope of safety for the nation. His 
view of the political situation received an emphatic confirmation 
io the crushing defeat which the power of Egypt sustained in 
Jehoiakim's fourth year (B.C. 604) at Carchemish on the 
Euphrates at the hands of Nebuchadnez7.ar. From this time 
Jeremiah imderstood and taught that the subjection of Western 
Asia to the Chaldeans was inevitable, atld therefore in accord- 
ance with God's providential ordering of the course of affairs. 
At the outset of his ministry Jeremiah had foretold the coming 
of an enemy from the North,' who should punish Judah for 
its apostasy, but in his earlier utterances the expected invader 
is not indicated by name. The decisive battle at Carchemish 
formed a tnming-point in the history of the times, and Jeremiah's 
subsequent utterances are express and definite.^ Nebuchadnezzar 
is, according to his teaching, a Divine instrument, a servant of 
Jehovah (xxv. 9, xxvii. 6), raised up to accomplish His purposes, 
and Judah. alor^g with the nEigbbouring nations, is by Divine 
decree delivered into the power of Babylon (xkv. 18-^5). Re- 

> Tlie defeat of EgypI ii CElebralcd by Jctemj^h in an ode ai triumpb in 
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sistoncconjudah'spart lo the Divine instrument must be useless, 
or votse than useless, for it can only lead to greater misery 
(ixvii. 8); the remedy, therefore, against entire overthrow 
is volnntary submission lo the Chaldeans, and ihose who thus 
yield will be allowed to remain in undistuibed possession of 
their own land (xxvli. 1 1), hut the Israelites shall serve Babylon 
during an exile of seventy years, at the end of which time 
a, great restoration is in store for them (xxv. ii, 12, xxvii. 6, 7, 
xxix. 10, 11). In the same year which witnessed the overthrow 
of Egypt at Carchemish. Jeremiah's prophecies which had been 
delivered up to this time were, by Divine command, written 
out (ixivi. 1, z), and when the king in anger burned the MS. 
roll (iravi. 23) they were re-written in Jehoiakim's fifth year 
{xKxvi. 9), with many additions, especial prominence being 
given to a prophecy of the Chaldean conquest of Judah (xxxvi 
a7-32). This second roll no doubt formed the groundworlt of 
the prophet's collected writings, and therefore of our present 
Book of Jeremiah. After the defeat of Egypt, Judah became 
for the time tributary lo Babylon, but before he met with his 
ignominious end (xxii. 18, 19) Jehoiakim threw off his allegiance 
(jKingsxxiv. 1). 

Reign of Jthmachtn {Coniah), B.C. 597. — Jehoiachin, son of 
Jehoiakim, re^ed only three months. Jerusalem was besieged 
by the Chaldeans, and the king having surrendered, he himself, 
the queen-mother and the flower of the nation ' were deported 
to Babylon. The only prophecy of Jeremiah which can with 
certainty be assigned to this reign is the lament over the 
irrevocable exile of the childless king in iiii. 24-30.

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SeigH ef Zediiiah, B.C. 596. — Zedeltiah, a son of Josiah, was 
next nomicated king \ij Nebuchadneuax, to whom lie took oaib 
of allegiance. Personally the kinE»ppears Co have been disposed 
to be friendly towards Jeremiah, whom he from time to time 
consalted (xxxviL 17-ai, xxxviii. 14-2S), and whom he to some 
extent protected from the fiiry of his enemies, but he was too 
weak and vacillating lo be able to withstand the princes (<:/. 
xxxviii. 5, 25) who were opposed to Jeremiah and in favour of 
throwing off the Chaldean allegiance. In Zedekiah's ninth 
year the second siege of Jerusalem by Nebnchadneuar began, 
the Jewish king having proved faithless to his oath by negotiating 
for an organised resistance to the Chaldeans with aiqbassadors 
from the neighbouring nations (xxviL 3). Jeremiah at this time 
constantly declared that the besiegers would lake the city and 
advised svinender to them (ixi. i-io, sxvii.-xxix., xxxiv. 1-7). 
Adopting the method of teaching by symbolic action, often 
reKirted to in the East, the prophet appeared in the city 
wearing a yoke and bonds to indicate the captivity that was 
surely coming upon Jndah (xxvii. a). This action, the import 
of which none could mistake, brought him in'i immediate 
conflict with the false prophet Hananiah, who broke the offensive 
symbols, and foretold a speedy return of those who had already 
gone into exile with Jehoiachin. Jeremiah re-enforced his 
teaching, however, by making a yoke of iron, snd predicted the 
death of his opponent, which took place within a year (ixviii.). 
The approach of an Egyptian force led to a temporary raising 
of the siege of Jerusalem, and taking advantage of the respite 
Jeremiah proposed lo leave the city for his estate al Anathoth, 
hut when bis intention was discoveted it led te 
00 the part of the princes that he was meditating deserdon to 
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Chaldeans, and they procured his imprisonment (xxxvii. 11-15]. 
Not content with this, his bitier enemies, the princes oF the 
Egyptian paily, cast him into the pit of the prison, where he was 
left to die, but in his extremity the prophet wns rescued by 
Ebed-metech, an Ethiopian eunuch of the court, and the king 
interposed to protect him, teeping him in milder conGnement, 
which continued until the fall of the city. It was during this 
daric period of the l3.tter days of the beleaguered city that the 
{BOphet manifested by a slriktng act his assurance of the bright 
futmc yet in store for his unfortunate country. He purchased, 
vith all the usual legal formalities, some property at Analholh, 
declaring that fields and vineyards should yet again be possessed 
in the land (xxxii. 6-15).' 

ji/tcr the Fall ef Jerusalem.— Uy the Chaldean conqueror 
Jeremiah was treated with kindness and consideration, Nebtt- 
laradan, the captain of the guard, having been specially charged 
to protect him (xxxix. II, 12). A choice of alternatives was 
then given to the prophet ; he might, if he so wished, have 
gone ti> Babylon, but preferred to remain in Judah, where he 
attached himself to Gedaliah, son of his friend Ahikam, who 
had been appointed governor over the cities of Judah. Hopes 
of a, peaceful settlement were, however, speedily dissipated by 
the success of a plot against the Chaldean rule, headed by a 
member of the royal family of Judah named Ishmael, in which 
the governor was stain. The Jewish remnant now feared the 
vengeance of the King of Babylon and determined upon flight 
into E^ypC. Against this course Jeremiah strongly protested, 
' Ighis fellow-countrymen to remain in their own land and 
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tU lb« Chaldean power, for then it should be well wiih 
wbcnu he foreiaw Ihal in E^ypt calamity would over- 
bcin (xtii. 7-11)- Though Johanan and Ihe other leaden

I teaching was the same as it hud ever been. He declared that 
D the deaolalion and captivity of Judah were the punishment for 
f its apostaty and idolatry, and sternly warned the remnant with 
whom he sojourned against persistence in this sin. Their 
punishment he also foretold in no nncerlain terms; they should 
not return to their own country, but die in the land of their 
exile, for B desolation like that which had overtaken Judah was 
in store for the nation where they had taken refuge, since £^ypt 
also, as the prophet impressively indicated at Tahpanhes {xliii. 
8-13! should be conquered by Ncbaehadnraiar, and be subject 
untu him.

Jehovah will only protect His 
people if they are faithful, otherwise Jerusalem shall be as 
Shiloh, and Judah as Ephraim (viL l-2o). Their formal 
worship Is rejected because of their persistent disobedience 
(21-J7). The prophet mourns for the judgment that is to fall 
upon them in their impenitence (viL 38-viii. 12), and laments 
for the sins that have caused it (ix. 1-26). He bids the people 
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of Jeinsalem nuke ready to depart into exile (x. 17-22), yet 
pmy3 for a mitigation of the calamity (23-25). 

A Discourse against Idalalry, — [Of doubtful aalhorship.] 
Chap. K. l-l6. God's people aie bidden not to fear idols, but 
rather to fear Jehovah. The helplessness of idols is contrasted 
with the power of the true God. 

ferimiak's Ititierant Mission in /udai.—The object of this 
mission was to proclaim the conditions of the Covenant, based 
on the newly-recovered I.bw Bq>ok. [Reign of Josiah.] Chaps. 
xi.-xiL Judgment is inevitable because the people will not 
repent (xi. 9-1S). The men of Anathoth plot against Jeremiah 
and judgment is pronounced against them (19-22). The prophet 
eipostnlates because of the immunity of the wicked from 
calamity (xii. 1-4), but is taught that greater trials await him 
(S-6). Judah and the oeighbouring nations are given over to 
the spoiler <7-i7). 

Parabks cf the Rejeeliim of Judah aiid Coming Calamity. — 
[Reiga of Jehoiachin?] Chap. xiii. The acted parable of the 
soiled girdle (i-n). The parable of the jars of wine (12-14). 
Exhortation to amendment and lament for the inevitable 
disaster, since change for the better appears hopeless ( 15-27). 

Propkeciss ceraacted with a Dreamt jb /Hiii^.—[ Reign of 
Jehoiakim?] Chaps, siv. l-xvii. 18. Judah being afflicted 
with drought (xiv. 1-6), Jeremiah intercedes with God (7-9), 
but bb intercession is rejected (jo-12); his plea that the people 
have been misled by false prophets is not accepted (13-18). 
His prayer is again rejected, not even the intercession of Moses 
or Samuel could avert the nation's doom (xv, 1.9). In his 
despair the prophet is assured that those who persecnte him 
will one day seek his help (10-14). He bewails his mission to 
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foretell his counuyK ruin, which is caused by its sin (ij-xvl 13, 
iviL 1-4). After punishment God will restore His people from 
exile (ivi. 14-21). Jehovah is the only help in time of trouble

On Saiia/A Obsirvance. — [Of comparatively early date, be- 
cause the fall of the monarchy is not viewed as inevitable- 
Reign of Josiah?] Chap. ivii. ig^i?. An exhortation to 
observe the Sabbath ; on this the national prosperity and 
continuance of the monarchy depends. 

Lesson! from the Work ^/:icr /Vftr.— [Reign of Jehoiakim.] 
Chaps. xviiL-XK. 

(a) Prophecies are delivered conditionally; punishment may 
be averted by repentance, or blessing forfeited by evil-doing 
(xviil. l-lo). Jadah is therefore called lo repent, but refuses, 
so that doom is inevitable (11-17). The people in anger plot 
against Jeremiah, and he prays for their punishment (1S-Z3).

Jeremiah foretells the fate of the city and of the 
king (1-7). The people having violated a solemn undertaking 
to set free their Hebrew slaves, the prophet declares that they 
will be punished by the destruction of the city [8-S2).

From the forgoing summary of the contents of the book 
(according 10 the Hebrew lexl) it will be seen that there is 
Kltle system ot any kind in its present arrangemeoc. Some 
of (he sections occur quite out of their chronological order, 
prophecies which obviously belong to the leign of Zedekiah 
being inserted before others which refer to an earlier period- 
Nor can it be said that there has been any thorough attempt to 
group the prophecies according to their subject-matter, the only 
noteworthy examples of such grouping bcvTi^ XVlB: ■o^^s.■^■sxlK.«. 
respecting the kings which have been pAUigSCtiCT to- ^'''^- '*■"*■'''" 
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the collection of passages bearing on the national restoration 
(xii.-xxxtil.), and the namber of prophecies relating to foreign 
nations, which are collected ti^ether and placed after all those 
which refer to the chosen people. It must be remarked thai 
the Septaagint version, which was made from Hebrew MSS. 
about locxi years older than any now extant, presents a. text 
differing from the Hebrew to a much greater extent than is the 
case in the other O.T. books. The difference is one both of 
contents and aiiangement. As regaids quantity of matter, the 
Greek yersion is a good deal shorter than the Hebrew, less by one- 
eighth approximately, there being a fair number of considerable 
omissioni. Many of these passages wanting in the Septnagint 
ace, however, duplicated in the Hebrew text, being repeated in 
another part of the book. It is therefore quite possible that in 
those places where the pass^es in question are wanting from 
the Greek they have been interpolated in out present Hebrew 
text, the Septuagint preserving the older form. The arrange- 
ment of matter is also different in the Greek version, the pro- 
phecies concerning foreign nations, which in the Hebrew appear 
at the end, lieing there inserted at chap, xxv., which, indeed, ap- 
pears their lineal and more natural place, and where the Hebrew 
summarises them very nearly in the same order in which they 
afterwards occur at length. Whether the Hebrew or the Greek 
arrangement is nearer to the original is a. question which it is 
scarcely profitable to discuss. Probably Jeremiah left his pro- 
phecies unarranged, and the Septuagint and Hebrew text repre- 
sent respectively two different editions or recensions, both of 
which were current in early times. It has been conjectured that 
the Septuagint was transUited from a recension in use in Egypt, 
while the Hebrew text has come down to n9 from the edition of 
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Jeremiah's writings current in Palestine. The principal omis- 
sions in the Septuogint, and also important variant readings 
which it presents, materially aBecting the sense, will be found 
mentioned in the uote.s. 

Though it is thus fairly obvious that the form and condition of 
the book as we now have it must be due to later editions, it can 
scarcely tie doubted that it preserves a true picture of the life 
and limes of Jeremiah, and that the utterances embodied in it 
are the genuine discourses and poetic compoations of the 
piopbet. There are but few sections which have sometimes 
been thought to be the work of iatef hands and subsequent 
additions to the authentic works of the prophet whose name 
the whole collection beats. Of these the most considerable 
passages, whose authorship may reasonably he considered doubt- 
ful are the following : — 

(d) X. I-l6. A Disioursc againsl Idolatry.— Tta^ is thought 
not to be Jeremiah's, because (l) it is out of place, and breaks 
the eonneiion of the section in which it has been inserted. (2) 
Whereas Jeremiah usually exhoits the people not to took to 
falee gods for help (s.g., ii. 28, si. 12), the writer here bids 
them not fear idols, since they ate powerless to harm. (3) It is 
assumed in x. 2, 4 that the Israelites are witnesses of idolatry 
practised by others rather than idolaters themselves. The 
second and third considerations adduced would seem to 
indicate that the prophecy is addressed to the exiles in 
Babylon. 

(4) L and li. 1-58. A Prepktcy ef tkt Ovirihroa 0/ Babyian 
ttnd Xislaralien of Ike Israelite. — Retribution is at hand for 
Babylon and the hoar of deliverance nigh for God's people, 
who are bidden to prepare to leave the land of their ciale. 
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(!■ 30, 34i !'■ 33i 36). This prophecy is thought not to be by 
Jeremiah, because his altitude in Zedekiah's reign is qoite 
different, as represented elsewhere. Thus in xxvii.-xiix. he 
strongly opposes those prophets who held out hopes tha.t the 
Chaldean power would shortly be humbled and the exiles he 
speedily restored again; on the contrary, he himself advised 
those who had been carried away to Babylon to settle down 
quietly and make a home for themselves there. At the same 
time, the phraseology of this section has admittedly much 
in common with that of Jeremiah ; but if he is the author the 
prophecy must be of much later date than would appear from 
the note of time given in li. 59, the fourth year of Zedekiah's 
reign. 

(<-) lii. Recognised by the compiler of our present book as a 
later addition, because he adds, at the end of li., the note, 
' Thus far are the words of Jeremiah.' 



Styl? and Characteijstics. In the writings of Jeremiah we 
miss the majestic tone and the literary finish which mark the 
prophecies of his predecessor Isaiah. His style is direct, simple, 
and devoid of all artificiality, so that his personality and character 
arc clearly revealed, and his inmost thoughts and emotions laid 
bare. Thus at the outset he does not conceal his sense of weak- 
ness and distrust of his own power (i. 6), nor does he disguise 
his impatient murmurings (£.f., XV. 10, iS), his longing to escape 
from those who rejected his message and plotted against him 
(ix. 2), or the secret misgiving of his heart (zxxii. 16-25). The 
apparent immunity of the wicked (xii. I ) and the seeming biluie 
of bis own ministry (xv. iS, xvii. ij) weigh heavily upon him. 
yet an overpoweiing impulse constrains him lo be the bearer o 
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his woe^l message, so repugnant: to him, and which brings him 
into such odium that, in his despondency and bitlerness, like 
Job he curses the day of his birth (Mii. i6, xx. 7-18), Bcii^ 
thus anian ofverysensitjvenature bis utterances arr characterised 
by a. passiontle intensity, which, according to his subject, now 
animates hitler invective, now inspires pa.thetic and touching 
lamentation. His writings, again, sre full of vivid knagery and 
similes, though it accords with the general simplicity of his 
style that these are seldom elaborated or worked out in detail. 
Ofien bis poetic figures are extremely beautiful as well as fiiU of 
pathos, as, e.g., when he pictures Rachel weeping for the exile of 
her children (ijoii. 15-17). A fine example of the prophet's 
more vigorous and spirited manner is preserved in the ode on 
the defeat of Egypt (xlvi. 3-12). Sometimes his similiiudei are 
notspoken but acted (xiii. I'll, xii. ]□, 11, xxvii. i, xJiii. 9-13, 
li. 63, 64), and their graphic symbolism, by bringing home the 
prophet's message to those who witnessed these acted parables, 
roused lesentment against him, bringing him into conflict both 
with the authorities and with the false prophets. It is further 
characteristic of Jeremiah that his book contains many repeti- 
tions, not only of the substance of bis message, which it was 
necessary that he should reiterate and insist upon, in view of 
opposition and persecution, but also of phrases and expressions, 
and even of whole sentences or clauses ; many of these favourite 
expressions are either not found at all, or are very rare, 
elsewhere in the O.T. Another feature of Jeremiah's 
prophecies which should be noted here is the use which he 
makes of the words of his predecessors. The influence of the 
Law Book, reeoveted a few years after his call to the prophetic 
office, may reasonably be traced in the parallels obsecvahlfl. 
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d Deuteronomy. Clear instances ore 
(l) the qaotittion in xi. 3-5 of the cnrse from the ■ words of the 
Covenant' (Deul. xiviL); (2) the allusion in xxviii. 9 to the 
test of a prophet's mission as stited in Deut. xviii. 22 ; (3) the 
reference in xxxiv. 13, 14 to the law with regard to Hebrew 
slaves (Dent. xv. 12). Dependence on other prophets may also 
be traced. The section concerning the fate of Moab (xlviii.) 
borrows to a considerable extent from Isaiah's prophecy respect- 
ing the same people (Isa. xt., xvi.)i and there are many similarities 
between the prophecy on Edom (xlix. 7-21) and the book of 
Obadiah, which can scarcely be accidental, though whether 01 
of the two contemporary prophets borrowed from the other, or 
both made use of some earlier original. Cannot be certainly- 
determined. 

Teaching. Commissioned kt a eriiis in the nation's hiito , 
Jeremiah's message is in the main a warning of judgment conpled 
with a call to repentance. His preaching is based on the 
Covenant which Jehovah made with His people when He 
delivered them from Egypt, and the relation of Israel to God ii 
set farth under the fignres of the marriage bond (ii. 2, iii. i) and 
of sonship (iixi. g). To this covenant relation the nation has 
been unnaturally and ungratefully false (ii. 11-13, ^'^i ^'< '■i. 
I, 2), and therefore the sentence of doom has gone forth. Such 
sentence is not in its nature absolute, but (he threatened punish- 
ment might be averted by repentance and amendment (xviii. 
7-11). hence the prophet's urgent and oft-repealed calls to turn 
again to Jehovah. In the earlier days of his ministry Jeremiah 
hoped that reformation might still be possible and the final 
disaster and captivity yet be averted (iv. 3, 4, vi. S, vii. 3, xxiL 
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4. 5), but the stubbotDRcss (E.V. ' imaginatioa ') of the people's 
evil heart convinced the prophet [hat there was little or no hope 
of amendment (xt. I, xvi. I, ivii. I, xviii. 12, xix. la, 11), sin 
has beconie s second nature (liii. aj), and the nation is past 
praying for(vii. 16, xi. 14, xiv, 11, xv. l). Accordingly, in the 
prophecies delivered from Jehoiakim's fifth year onwards, the 
decree of rejection is represented as irrevocable, and the 
nation's doom as sealed. No narrow view is, however, taken 
of God's dealings with men, even the last calamity, thus cieaily 
foreseen, does not mean the removal of a watchful providence. 
Jehovah is not only the God of Israel, He is sapreme in ail the 
earth. The Chaldean conqtteror is His servant, carrying out 
His purposes (xxv. 9, ixvti. 6), and the prophet of Jehovah has 
His messages of doom and of restoration for other nations as 
well as for Israel (xlviii. 47, xlis. 6, 39). 

The age of Jeremiah proved a crisis for the Charch, as for 
the nation. The religions and patriotic Jew of his time held 
firmly as articles of faith the permanence of David's kingdom, 
and the inviolability of Jerusalem with its Temple. The 
teaching of Isaiah, confirmed as it had been by the s^ai 
overthrow of Sennacherib in Heiekiah's reign, must have 
immensely strengthened the latter conviction. But this con- 
viction in Jeremiah's day had degenerated into a presumptuous 
trust in Ihe protection which the sanctuary was thoi^ht to 
afibrd, and a blind confidence in the outward observances of 
religion on the part of men whose lives knew no moral restraint 
(viL 9-11). The prospect of enile which Jeremiah consistently 
kept before the people, carrying with it the fall of David's 
bouse and desolation of the sanctuary, traversed the most 
cherisbed beliefs of the time. Not only were yKjaiiiaa. 
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shocked, but Isilli must have been sorely tried ; it was a time 
of sifting of the permanent elements from the transient ia the 
Jewish faith, and through the trying period of transition it was 
the work of Jeremiah to gnide the nation. Sternly, in the 
name of Jehovah, he rejects their formal service (vi. zo), and 
warns them that their fanatical trust in the mere possession of 
the Temple as securing them from evil can only pave the way 
for disaster (vii. 4), as a like presumptuous confidence in the 
sanctuary at Shiloh had done earlier in the nation's history 
(yii. IZ-14, xxvi. 6). Over gainst the hollow formalism of an 
age which had divorced religion from morality, Jeremiah sets a 
teaching which, for its spirituality, is unsurpassed in the 
O.T. Moral obedience is the one essential (vii. 22, 23), 
outward observances are not indispensable, indeed, the time is 
coming when the people will be obliged to do without them 
(iii. 16). The keynote of the great future which awaits Israel, 
for even in the darkest days Jeremiah firmly believed in a future 
restoration, is struck in the symbolic name 'Jehovah is our 
Eighteoosness,' which he assigns now to the ideal king, now to 
Jerusalem (xxiiL 6, ixxiiL 16). The first necessary condition of 
that renewed state is the forgiveness of sins (xxxi. 34), a forgive- 
ness which shall cover al! the paat, so that none shall suffer for 
the sins of their ancestors, but it shall be realised that men are 
as Individuals responsible (xxxi. 29, 30}. The basis of that new 
and better condition is a New Covenant which Jehovah will 
make with His people when the Divine Law shall be no longer 
an external letter, regulating conduct by statute, but an inward 
principle planted in the heart and controlling all life (xxxi. 31- 
34). The prophet's view is thus concentrated upon the restored 
nation, and > personal Messiah is not prominent in his writings; 
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yet, in contrast to the saccession of worthier kings under whom 
judah had drifted to disaster, he indicates that in the future 
faithful shepherds shall be set over God's people, and pre- 
eminent over all is One whose name is the pledge of a prrfeet 
fellowship of righteousness between Jehovah and His people 
(xxiii. 4-6), who is called David, as being of Ditvid's line 
(xxxiil. 31), and as fulfilling in His person the ideal of the man 
after God's heart, for which the name of David stood {sxx. 9), 
and who is to unite in Himself the characler and ofhce of 
Ruier and Priest {-axx. 21). 



LAMENTATtONS 

Authorship and Date, In the Hebrew Bible this book is 
designated hy its first word 'Ekhak (How 1), just as the books 
of the Pentateuch are headed ffreshiih (In the beginning) 
VcOtk SlumotA (And these are the names), etc. In all such 
cases the translators of the Septuagint substituted titles descrip- 
tive of the subject-matter, Ceiusis, Exodus, etc, which have, in 
the case of the opening books, been retained in the English 
Bible without translation. The Greek title of the Book of 
Lamentations is Thrsnai, corresponding to the name Kinath, 
g:iven to it in Rahhinical lilerature, and accurately rendered by 
the title in the English version. In the Hebrew original this 
book is a. strictly anonymous one. The writer does not any- 
where clum to be, or represent himself as, Jeremiah, nor is 
there any title 01 editor's note assigning the work to his author- 
ship. A very ancient tradition, however, associated it with the 
nunc of the prophet- 
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Chron.xxKv. 25 Jeremiah ii 
elegy on ihc death of King Josiah, and the writer alludes to this 
as extant in his lime in writing ' in the lamenlations ' (Heb., 
Kiticlk, the name by which our cajionical hook is commonly 
designated in Jewish literature). But the five odes which form 
the canonical Book of Lamentations must be referred to a Utei 
occasion than the death of Josiah, the subject evidently being 
the last siege and destruction of JcrusaJem by Che Chaldeans, as 
appears throughout from inlermil evidence. The statentent of 
the Chronicler may concern an earlier composilion of Jeremiah, 
now lost, or perhaps it is more probable that 
is to the canonical book, which is by mistake ante-dated, 
the Chronicler supposing ' the king ' (Lam. ii. 6] and ' 
anointed of the iJoKD ' (iv. 20} to be Josiah. The only c 
elusion which can with certainty be drawn from 2 Cbron. 
ixxv. 25 b that at the time when the Book of Chronicles was 
compiled Jeremiah's name was associated with compositions of 
the class of Lamentations. But this tradition which definitely 
connects his name with our present book must be at least older 
than the date when the Septuagint translation i 
because in that version « note is prefixed, which runs thus; 
'And it came to pass, after Israel had been carried inl 
captivity, and Jerusalem had been laid waste, that Jeremiah s: 
weeping, and lamented with this lamentation over Jerusalem, 
and said,' etc This must embody a tradition current at least 
two or three centuries before Christ. On the other hand, i 
opinion of some, it is rather against Jeremiah's authorship that 
in Hebrew Bibles the Book of Lami

Ktthubim (writings), i.<., in thi 
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m Hebiew canon, consisting of books which won their way to 

b acceptance later than ' the prophets,' and were the last to be 

, ranked amongst the Sacred Scriptures. This argument, how- 

I ever, cannot be deemed conclusive, since the position of 

LamenlationE amongst the sacred books may be dae to a 

liturgical reason. It has long been recited in (he Jewish 

Church on the Sinniversary of the fall of Jerusalem (the 9th of 

the month Ah), and is accordingly counted as one of the five 

Migillolh (rolls) read publicly on days of sacred observance. ^ 

While the eztemal evidence is thus indecisive on the question of 
authorship, th« diversity of opinion amongst scholars also shows 
that from a consideration of the internal evidence no certain 
conclusion can be arrived at, either for or against the tradition 
which has been so long current. Those who aigue for Jere- 
miah's authorship draw attention to the many Coincidences 
between this book and the Book of Jeremiah. These might be 
summarised as follows : — 

(a) In its general character Lamentations reminds us of 
Jeremiah. The emotional and sympathetic nature, the sensitive 
temperament and unrestrained utterance of the deepest feelings 
so characteristic of Jeremiah, are no less apparent in the author 
of the Lamentations. 

ifi\ There are, besides, many correspondences in detail be- 
tween the two— 

(i.) The style and phraseology of Lamentations has much in 
common with Jeremiah. In both books we have the figure of 
the virgin daughter of Zion broken with a great breach (Lam. 
i. IS, ii. 13 j Jer. xiv. 17), and striking phrases are common 

Ihn (bur uc Tht Song of Solomon fPuiovet) ; Ruth (Pf olecosi) ; 
M(F««ofTHbnnicl«); - ■ '" -- ■ ■ 
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to the two, such as ' tenor on every side ' (Lam. ii, 32 ; Jer. 
vL 35, IX. 3, 10, ilvi. 5, xlix. 29), 'fear and a snare is come 
aponus' (Lam. iii. 47 ; Jer. xlviii. 43), ' mine eye runneth down 
with water' (Lam. L 16, iil 48; Jer. ix. i, xiii. t?, idv, 17). 
Repetitions, too, like 'mine eye, mine eye' (Lam- >■ 16} are 
quite in Jeremiah's style (Jer. iv. 19, vi. 14, viii. II, xxii. 29, 
ixiiLas). 

Oi.) The doctrine of Lamentations is the doctrine of Jere- 
misb. Thus the decay and fall of Judah is traced to the 
teaching of false prophets (Lam. ii. 14 ; Jer. itxvii. 10, 15), the 
saccessful invader is the Divine instrument (Lam. iii. l; Jer. 
11. ao), and the destraction of Jerusalem is iitetrievahle, like the 
breaking of a potter's vessel (Latn. iv. 2 ; Jer. xix. ti). 

(iii.) The author of lamentations, like Jeremiah, quotes from 
Other writers (iii. 6= Ps. csliii. 3 ; the phraseology of the Psalter 
underlies a good deal of Lam, iii.). 

(iv.) If some of the expressions in Lamentations are to be 
understood literally (e,g., iii. 53), rather than as poetic figures 
(which is more probable), they fit in with the personal history of 
Jeremiah. 

In spite of the many poiats of contact, of which examples 
have been indicated, the genera.! tendency amongst scholars 
at the present day is to reject the tradition which assigns the 
Book of Lamentations to Jeremiah, it being thought that the 
resemblances are sufficiently explained, by supposing 
aathor to have been a disciple of Jeremiah or a student of 
his prophecies, while it is pointed out that other features of 
the interna! evidence indicate another author than the prophet 
himself. The words 'her prophets also find no vision from ihe 
Lokd' (ii. 9), suggest the inference, it is said, that the writer 
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was not himself a prophet. Again, if in iv. 17 the sulhor 
intends Co idcnti^ himseU with those who expected aid fram 
Egypt, he takes vp an attitude to which Jeremiah was strongly 
and consistently opposed. Further, the view taken of Zede- 
kiah in iv. 30 ia tbonght to be more fovourible than Jeremiah 
woold have been likely to express, and, to mention an argu- 
ment of a diffeient nature, it is considered improbable that one 
whose style ia essentially artless, as Jeremiah's is, would construct 
his elegies in so artificial a manner as the writer of Lamentations 
has done (la below). 

Whatever uncertainty may attach to the authorship, there is 
scarcely much room for doubt as regards the date of this 
book. That the Lamentations Were composed soon after the 
Chaldean conquest of Judah, which forms their subject, may be 
gathered — 

I. From the general tone of the book ; the vivid presentment 
of the terrible scenes and experiences of the final siege of 
Jerusalem giving the impression that the writer had himself 
witnessed and gone through them.

And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, When thou comest 
to Babylon, and shait see, and shalt read all these 
words; then shalt thou say, O Loan, thou hast la 
spoken against this place, to cut it off, that none shall 
remain in it, neither man nor beast, but that it shall 
be deeoiate for ever. And it shall be, when thou 
hast made an end of reading this book, thai thou shalt 
bind a Btocc to it, and cast it into the midst of Eu- t;

cf the guard, tuhlch served the king of Babylon, into Jer, 
Jerusalem, and burned the house of the Lord, and 
the king's house ; and all the houses of Jerusalem, 
aod all the houses of the great men, burned he with s 
fire ; and all tlie army of the Chaldeans, that luere 
with the captain of the guard, brake down al] the 
walla of Jerusalem round about. 

Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard 
carried away captive certain of the poor of the people, lo 
and the residue of the people that remained in the 
city, and those chat fell away, that fell to the king 
of Babylon, and the rest of the multitude. But 
Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard left certain 
of the poor of the land for vioedresaers and for >j 
husbandmen. 

Also the pillars of braes that tvere in the house of 
the Lord, and the bases, and the braseo eea that 
wat in the house of the Lord, the Chaldeans brake, 
and carried all the brass of them to Babylon. The ao 
caldrons also, and the shovels, and the snuffers, and 
the bowls, and the spoons, and al! the vessels of 
brass wherewith they ministered, cook they away. 
And [he basons, and the lirepans, and the bowls, and 
the caldrons, and the candlesticks, and the spoons, as 
and the cups ; that which ■aiat of gold in gold, and 
that which luas of silver in silver, took the captain 
of the guard away.

p. 16, 1. 7. 'of the evenings' or 'of the deserts,' which makes 
a better parallel with ' out of the forest.' 

p. 16, 1. 15. 'when I had fed them to the full,' So a good 
many Hebrew MSS„ Sept., Syr., Vulg., Targum. But the re- 
ceived Hebrew test gives the sense ' when I had made tbem 
swear,' i.e., allegiance to me. 

p. 16, 1. 18. 'inlhcmorning,'or 'roaming at large."

p. 34, I. 3. 'rising ap early and speaking,' a phrase 
characteristic of Jeremiah. 

p. 35, 11. 1-8. This passage need not be understood as imply- 
ing that, BO far as Jeremiah knew, no ceremonial precepts had 
been given to the Israelites at the lime when they haji been 
delivered from E^pl. The phraseology employed su^esls 
that the prophet here has particularly in mind the Decalogue 
which contained no regulations tcspeO-Wv^ satrvts^;. "^i^Dss^^ 
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the day that I brought them out of the land of Egypt ' lefers to 
the voiding of the 6rst commandment (Deat. v. 6) ; and again, 
the eiptessioQ ' walk ye . , . that it may be well unto you,' is 
a quotation from Deot. v, 33 (the only other place where the 
same phrase occurs), the immediate context of the Decalc^ue.

p. 32, ]. II. 'Speak, thus sailh the LottD.' Wanting in 
Sept. 

p. 32, 1. 27. 'that are in the utmost comets,' read 'that 
have the comers' (of the hair or beard) 'polled.' A fashion in 
v(^e amongst surrounding tribes, but forbidden amongst the 
Israelites. {Stt Levit. ai. 27, xxi. ^). Heiodotus allodes to the 
custom as prevailbg amongst Arabian tribes {iii. 8). 

p. 33. '■ 3- 'heathen,' read 'nations.' 

p. 33. 1, 6- 'people," read 'peoples.' 

p. 33, I. 14. 'they are upright,' etc, render 'they are like 
a palm tree of turned Work and speak not.' Or, perham, 'like 
a pillar in a garden of cucumbers.' Cfi. Isa. L 8; Bar, vi. 
70. 

P' 33> h 5- ' the stock,' etc, read * it is a doctrine of vanities, 
it IS but a stock.' 

P' 33. '■ ?■ 'Tarshish,' generally identified with Tartessus

p. 34, 1. 17. ' rod,' read ' tribe.' 

p. 34, 1. ig. Render ' Gather up thy bundle from the ground. 
O Cboa that abidest in the siege.' An exhortation to ' 
inhabitants of the doomed city to prepare for departure 

p. 34, !. 22. 'tind it so,' i.t., that they may fee! it. Another 
reading (implied by Vulg. ) is ' that they may be fomid.' viz., by 
the enemy.

p. 38, 1. 19. 'the shameful thing,' lil. 'the shame.' Sec iii, 
24. 

p. 38, I. 22. 'for their trouble, read 'in the time of their 
trouble,' with a good many Hebrew MSS., Sept., Syr., Vulg., 
and Targum. 

p. 3S, 1. 23. The present Hebrew text is here untranslatable. 
It seems best to read as follows, ' what hath my beloved to do 1 
in my house, seeing she hath wrought lewdness? Can vows I 
and hallowed flesh remove from thee thy calamity? Then 1 
mighlest [hou exult I ' Sept. renders ' How has my beloved | 
wtoOEht abomination in my house } Shali vows and holy flesh 
remove from thee thy wickedness, or by these shalt thou j 
escape?'

p. 45, 1. 27. 'they are black,' etc., tender ' (hey sit in black' 
[i.e., sit mourning) 'upon the ground.' 

p. 46, 1. 15. Read 'And the wild asses stand on the bare 
heights, they pant for air lilte jackals,' The meaning is th&t 
the beasts are reduced to the last extremity for want of food.

p. 50, \. 3. 'I have caused,' etc., should he rendered ' I have 
caused anguish and terror to fall upon bet suddenly.' 

p. 50, L 15. Render 'Verily, I will loose thee for good, 
verily I will cause the enemy to make supplication unto thee in 
the lime of evil,' etc The promise here given was literally 
fnlElled. When his fellow -countrymen were taken into captivity 
Jeremiah was set at liberty and welt treated. Those who had 
persecuted him were glad in the time of calamity to seek his 
counsel (xxL I, 2, xxxvii. 3, xh 4, xlii. s), 

p. 50, 1. 17. Render ' Cui one break iron, even iron f 
• .JKnlh and brass?' The iron from the north symbol! 
expected invader. 
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p. 50, 1. 18. The passage occurs again, with some vajialiona 
in xvii. 3, 4. Some, accordingly, regard it as interpolated here 
from that place. 

p. 50, 1. 21. 'pass with,' etc., or better, 'serve thine enemies 
in a land.' This reading, which only differs from the Hebrew 
text by a slight change in one letter, is found in a good many 
Hebrew MSS., and is supported by Sept., Syr., »nd Targum ; 
it is also the undoubted reading in the parallel passage (xvii. 4). 

p. 50, 1. 24. 'Ihouknowest. Wanting in Sept. 

p. 51, 1. 3. 'mockers,' rather 'them that make meiiy.' 

p. 51, 1. 4. 'because of thy hand.' The Divine hand in 
Hebrew idiom denotes prophetic inspiration. Scs Isa. viii. 1 1 ; 
Eiek. i. ^.invii. I.

Ml?' The figure of a water-course, which upon nearer approach 
proves diy and belies the expectation of the thirsty traveller, 
vividly expresses most bitter disappoinnnent.

p, 52, 1, 12. Render, 'Neither shall they break' (bread) 'for 
them in mourning,' i.'., comforting them and urging them lo 
eat. Cp. 2 Sam. iii. 35, xii. 17. The Hebrew word rendered 
'break occurs (spelt a little differently) in the same sense in 
Lam. iv. 4. 

p. 54, II. is-zS. Wanting in Sept. 

p. 54, 1. 17. 'groves.* Heb., Ashirim. They were pillars 
emblematic of the heathen goddess Asbtoretb. generally erected 
near altars (e.^,, Judg, vi. 2^). Their destruction was enjoined 
in the law (Exod, xixiv. 11). 

p. 54, 1. 29. 'the heath,' read 'a tamarisk' (or juniper tree) 
as in xlviii. 6, The figure expresses loneliness or destitution. 
The same word is rendered ' destitute ' in Ps. cii. 17. 

p. 55, 1. 4. cp. Ps. i. 3. 

p. 55, I. 6. ' shall not see ; 
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this the ftndenl versions for the most part agree (Sept., Syt. 
Vnlg. ). 

p. 55, L 15. Render 'As the partridge sitteth on eggs which 
she hath not laid, so is he that getteth Hches but not by r^ht ; 
in the midst of his days they shnll leave him, and at his end he 
shall be a fool.' It was thought that the partiidge sat on the 
e^gs of other birds and luitch^ them as her own ; but the yom^ 
birds would soon leave the false mother. The prophet uses the 
current belief to illostrate how precarious a possession is ill- 
gotten wealth. 

p, 55, I. 22. 'shall be writteti in the earth,' i,t., so as speedily 
to vanish. 

p. 56, 1. II, 'the children of the people,' i.e., the con 
people, as in xxvi. 23. Perhaps the expression here indicates 
the lay people, as opposed to the priests. Ql. 2 Chron. 

P' S7i '■ S- 'shall remain,' or 'shall be inhabited.' 

p. 57, 1. S. ' the plain.' Heb., Shephetah, denotes the low 
country between the hill country of Jndah and the sea. 

p. 57, 1. 8. ' the south. ' See xiii. 19. 

p. J7. 1. S. 'meat-offerings,' rather 'meal-offerings'; thej 
consisted of flour and oiL Cp. Levit. ii. t. 

p. 58, 1. 6. '^inst whom I have pronounced,' read 'con 
ceming whom I have spoken.' 

p. 58, 1. 33. 'heathen,' read 'nations.' 

p. 58, 1. 34. 'the virgin of Israel' — the people personified ii 
a figure. Q>. jtiv. 17. 

p. 58, 1. 25. Kcnder 'Shall the snow of Lebanon fail from 
the rocic of the field? Shall the cold flowing waters that comr 
down from afar be dried up?' A negative answer is implied . 
nature is constant in her operations, but God's people are fickle 
and changeable.

The 
sentence is wanting in Sept., and may be interpolated here from
